This is the first book only of Castanheda’s history, but it is the only part which 
is important for American history, as it includes Cabral’s voyage and the landing in 
Brazil Nothing more was ever printed in English or Spanish. 

Nicholas Lichfield, who dedicates the book to Sir Francis Drake, professes to 
have translated it from the Portuguese, which he certainly did not. As the text of the 
first volume existed already in a Spanish and a French version, he may have used cither. 
The author's prologue as given in the Spanish is an abridgment of the Portuguese 
prologue, and it agrees closely with Lichfield’s English.

The octavo volumes comprise a Register-band of the complete 
work, and two monographs by Heinrich von Geymuller :—Schlusswort 
und Nachtrag zur Mouographie Michelozzos, and Friedrich II von 
Hohenstaufen und die Aufiinge der Architektur der Renaissance in 
Italien. 

Of renaissance Architecture in Tuscany there have been hitherto 
no reliable exponents, though judging from the monographs appearing 
in magazines and some minor publications, interest in the subject is 
steadily progressing. Her.ce the Societa San Giorgio, aided by experts, 
undertook to bring out an exhaustive work on the subject which should 
meet every requirement, and, by arranging the representations of the 
more or less well-known buildings under the names of the various 
builders to whom or to whose influence they are attributed, to form a 
series of monographs as useful to the practical architect as it is 
instructive to the Art Historian. The plates, some of them copper¬ 
plate engravings, far exceed in fidelity and precision of detail anything 
so far accomplished. 

The illustrations in the text ai’e reproduced partly from photos 
and partly from drawings. 

The text falls natirally into two parts, the first treating of 
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characteristics common to all architects of the period, and the second 
being monographs of the several masters and their work. 

The object of all concerned in the undertaking has been to produce 
a work which shall be of universal and lasting use in the study of 
architecture and in the region of research as regards the history of 
architecture.

This work holds a very important place in the select circle of books relating to 
Freemasonry issued in the 17th century. Chapter 9 of Book III commences with the 
following paragraph : I cannot but honour the Fellowship of the Masons because of 
its Antiquity ; and the more, as being a member of that Society, called Free-masons. 

In being conversant among them I have observed the use of these severall Tools 
following, some whereof I have seen born in coats of Armour.” After which follows 
the first printed description of the tools used in Masonic circles.

This work, which is uniform in size and style with that issued by the Austrian 
Government in 1892, has been printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, the author has had placed at 
his disposal so much interesting and new material, that it has been found necessary 
to considerably enlarge the contents of the book. Instead of the one hundred 
illustrations mentioned in the preliminary prospectus the text contains nearly four 
hundred reproductions illustrating the history of ancient carpets. In addition 
there are forty-nine wholly or partly-coloured reproductions instead of the thirty 
announced previously. 

The work is a complete history of carpet-making from the earliest times to 
about 1800, when the really fine Persian work ended. 

To carpet manufacturers this book, containing so many new designs, is of 
unique importance. Unlike the great Austrian book, which relied for its illustra¬ 
tions on carpets exhibited publicly, the carpets figured in the work under notice 
are mostly inaccessible. 

To the amateur and the student the work, bv reason of the author’s 
researches among Arabic, Persian, and other MSS., commends itself as a synthetic 
history of Oriental Art.
